nilsh It, but followed the former cus-
tom and had 1t suppliecd by Lthe eity,
Pald Twive for Stone.

W. E. TFleteher, who not only con-
tracted for sewers, hut also had o gen-
eril contract with the clty for furnish-
Ing and haullng stone, testifled that
his sewer contract required him o fur-
nish stone: that he had not included the
ftem Inf his bid, belleving that {t was
not necessary; that he had compleled
the work and been pald at the contract
nilee for finlshed wark; that in the
course of the work he had hauled stone
from the clty supply to his own 1o0b,
and charged for haullng and setting It |
thug, according to attorneys for Mr,|
Burton, belng pald twlice for the sdine

Formation Moves Slowly.

The actual “manequation' of the
brizade and divistonal erganization af-
ter the arrangements were made moves
slowly.  Most of the commands had
Lbeen on the ground Lwo and three days
hefore the unaccustomed functions of
brigade and division organizations be-
san, for, trulh to tell, they have not
entirely discharged themselves as vet.

It develops that there are brigade

manded a brigade: there are liguten-
ant-colonels who have never laken u
fleld with a command larger than n

That the territorial departinent sys-
tem and the multiplicity of posts are
the causes of the chief evils is gen-
erally agreed. The dream of the army
of divisional ang brigade organization
Is a practical fact, with large posts
from which as a base the officers ond
men can gain experience and prac-
tice dn the commeon run of activity In
reglmental, brigade and division move-
ment and exercise.

Attempt to Destroy Darracks,
i Paso, Texas, March id.—An at-

tempt wias made to-night to blow up
the barracks at Juanrez, Mexion,  Tiwo
heavy charges of nltroglyeerine were
exploded, tearing out parts of the
bullding occupied by the Mexiecan
troops. Two of a small band of -
surrectos who secretly  entered
were wounded and captured,

A number of Mex{can cavalrymen
are reported to have heen Injured, -5
The shock of the explosion was felt |
throughout Juarvez und lmmediately
4 cry was ralsed that the Insurrectos

had  surrounded the place In  great
numbers and  were attacking. Mer-
chuants left their stores and crowds

prepared to flee to the American alde.

The attucked burracks are in the
heurt of the town. 3

A small band of insurrectos is sufp-
posed Lo have crept into the town and
placed the explosive. Soldiers on the
lookout on 'top of the barrugks opened
fire, bringing down two of the insur-
rectos. The rest escuped Inlo the coun-
tey.

A guard was placed around the bars
racks. It could ba scen from adjacent
Glreets that a number of the barrack
bulldings were wrecked.
